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AFTER THE GLORIOUS FOURTH. 


The Big Crowd Did Very Little Damage 
to Grounds or Exhibits. 


Those ‘who went to Jackson Park yesterday 
morning seemed surprised to find the grounds 
and buildings and exhibits in perfect con- 
dition. Many persons expected to see evi- 
dences of vandalism and rough usage as a re- 
sult of Tuesday’s great multitude. But they 
were disappointed. Even Chief Burnham of 
the Department of Works anticipated that 
there would be more or less damage, and ata 
meeting of his Superintendents called on 
them for reports, Without exception their 
statements showed a clean record. -In small 
spots here and there the sod was trampled on 
by people ‘retiring to some shady place to eat 
their lunches, but not enough to hurt it. In 
two days it will look as fresh as ever and be 
all right again. 

Foreign and domestic exhibiters ‘were 
agreed that there never had been so large a 
crowd with so few cases of vandalism. ‘There 
was scarcely a complaint. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE IN SESSION. 


The Budget Is Considered with a View to 
8 More Cuts. 

The Executive committee of the World's 
Columbian Expesition held a protracted busi- 
ness session yesterday afternoon in the Rand, 
MeNally Building, but despite their tardy ad- 
journment little but talk was indulged in dur- 
ing the session. The quorum present was 
made up of President H. N. Higinbotham, 
Ferdinand Peck, R. A. Waller, Edwin Walker, 
Charles H. Schwab, Alexander H. Revell, 
Edward P. Ripley, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
Robert C. Clowry, Edward P. Butler, and Ly- 
man J, Gage. The budget of expenditures 
was taken up in a general way and 
its sum total even under the recent cut sub- 
jected to some adverse commenf, but while 
various members of the committee favored a 
still further reduction of the administration 
and operating expenses they were not ready 
to particularize on the special items in the 
sum t: which the pruning process should be 
applied. The subject will come up for further 
consideration and perhaps some definite ac- 
tion at the committee meeting next Wednes- 
day.

Ald. Noble Stirs Up the Mayor by Telling 
. Him That He Knows His Subordinates 
Are InefficienteAn Emphatic Denia

The filthy condition of the city was dis- 
cussed at considerable length last evening, 
and to the evident annoyance of the Mayor, 
whose methods of distributing the patronage 
were sharply questioned, in connection with 
the subject. 

_ Ald. Smith presented an order provid- 
ing that the Mayor, Controller, the Commis- 
sioner of Health, and the Finance committee 
be given full power to act in the matter of 
buying or contracting for garbage crema- 

A vote on the order was about to be 
called for when Ald, Noble intervened and 
asked: 

“Why isn’t the Street Cleaning Superin- 
tendent included? Is the order intended as a 
snub to him because of his inefficiency? He 
is the officer who says that the garbage is re- 
moved from the boxes twice a week when he 
knows that he is not telling the truth. He is 
the man who speaks of the efficiency of his 
department when he knows that it is not 
efficient, when he and the Mayor know that 
his subordinates are inefficient and that they 
do not do the work to which they are set. 


The Mayor Responds, 
The Mayor—The Mayor does not know any 
such thing. 

Ald. Noble—Well, he ought toknow. He should 
know that the foreman in my ward is utterly in- 
competent. He ought to know that his subordi- 
2 are incompetent. He appointed dil of 

em. 

The Mayor—Yes, and removed one of Ald. 
Noble’s men. 

Ald. Noble—That is not.correct. I never asked 
the Mayor for the appointment of any man or 
the retention of any man. I took it for granted 
that the Mayor would inquire into the character 
of his appointees. 

Aid, O'Neill ata subsequent stage said the 
condition of the city was wretched and dis- 
graceful. He said that in his ward, which 
was.reeking with filth, there were employed 
twenty-four laborers and twenty-nine teams, 
under four foremen. in connection with the 
Street Cleaning Bureau. They seemed to be 
unable to do anything, and the street depart- 
ment employed nearly 200 men and forty- 
two teams in the same ward to do part of 
their work. 

Ald. Swift, Hepburn, and McGillen then 
said Ald. Smith’s order was unnecessary, as the 
Mayor, Controller, and Health Commissioner 
had been empowered by former action of the 
Council to act in the matter covered. by his 
proposition and to report. Ald. Smith’s mo- 
tion was thereupon laid on the table. 

Ald. Hepburn then offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, requesting the Commis- 
sioner of Health to report next Monday on 
the question of crematories, in accordance 
with the resolution of the Council of May 22. 
It was explained th:.t Dr. Reynolds’ investiga- 
tions resulted in the dixcovery of practical 
and serviceable crema tories. 

Hasn’t Made Any Report. 

At a previous stage in the proceedings Ald. 
Noble asked whether the report from the Su- 
perintendent of Street Cleaning, as to the ex- 
penditures of hisdepartment and the number 
and name of employés, ordered at the last 
meeting of the Council, was in the Clerk’s 
hands.

Compelled to Shelter There by the 
Weather and Not Expected)to Reach 
Milwaukee Until This Morning- Great 
Preparations te Do Them Proper Honor 
on Their Arrival—Yachts and Steamers 
to Meet Them as They Approach the 
City—Ceremonies at the World's Fair.

He says that the Governor in pardoning 
Fieldén, Schwab, and Neebe in the manner 
he does “evidently means the whole country 
to understand that the others tried and con- 
victed at the same time were not, in his opin- 
ion, guilty of murder.” That is clearly what 


upon Oglesby, first stating the undisputed 
fact that Lingg made bombs, asks: 

Is there any reasonable doubt in the mind of 
any living man that the members of the associa- 
tion knew Lingg was making bombs? Is there 
any “ reasonable doubt that they knew what 
the bombs were for? They did all know, from 
the fact that Lingg was their associate, from the 
fact that he was a bombmaker, from the fact that 
he manufactured bombs for the occasion, and 
that the bombs he manufactured had been dis- 
tributed only a short time before the meeting of 
that night. There could be no reasonable doubt 
that they knew bombs were to be used whenever 
they made an effort to put their doctrines into 
practical effect. It is childish to say that these 
facts were not proven beyond a reasonable doubt. 


The ex-Governor calls his successor's atten- 
tion to the fact that the haymarket meeting 
was called by Spies and his accomplices to 
madden popular excitement, that it was called 
from a bad motive, and that the men who 
called it knew the bomb was to be thrown. 
Nor does he tolerate the assertion that the 
trial Judge was animated by “ malignant 
ferocity.“ He says: 

The trial Judge was a man of great humanity 
of heart, great dignity of character, great purity 
of lite, and never at any time exhibited any 
symptoms of malice, ill-will, or spite towards any 
criminal on trial before him so far as his judicial 
career is known in the City of Chicago and in 
Illinois. 

He resents with equal energy the outrage- 
ous assault made by Altgeld on the Supreme 
Court of Illinois than which that of no other 
State “is further removed from fraud, from 
corruption, and from tyranny and wrong.“ 
He confesses to some impatience “ that an 
effort seemingly should have been made to 
belittle the judicial department of the State 
in the estimation of the poople, especially as 
it is not the function of the Executive De- 
partment to pass upon the acts, or conduct, 
or decisions of the Supreme Court or any co 
ordinate court of the State.“ He might have 
stated the case much more strongly and the 
people would -have agreed with him. He 
would have done so, doubtless, had not he 
been influenced by sentiments of courtesy and 
dignity, which are unknown to Altgeld. 

The great difference between the two Gev- 
ernors in their views of the Anarchist case is 
due in part to the fact that oneis an American 
in his ideas and the other an alien. The one 
was reared on the doctrines of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Constitution, 
the other on those of Marx and Spies, In 
the next place the ex-Governor studied the 
case fairly and impartially for himself. He 
did not take the word of the counsel for the 
defense or the State} He made his own thor- 
ough examination and speaking of it he says: 

I did not then doubt the justice of the verdict 
of the jury, nor did I doubtthe right and justice 
and law of the decisions and rulings of the trial 
Judge. I felt at the time that his rulings upon 
the indictments and upon every question of evi- 
dence during the trial were made from the stand- 
point of a faithful agent of the public who was 
trying to preserve the public virtue and public 
justice. : 

Altgeld made no such inauiry. He, believ- 
ing that Anarchists could not do wrong, made 
public a message written mainly by one of 
the counsel for the convicted men, to which 
he added as his contribution assaults on Judge 
Gary, the Supreme Court, and his predecessor 
in office. If Altgeld had pardoned as an act 
of mercy, Oglesby would not have had a word 
to say. As an act of mercy he commuted the 
sentences of Fielden and Schwab, believing 
them to be guilty. But when Altgeld says 
that these men and their confederates were 
innocent, then the ex-Governor points to the 
manifest crimes of Lingg, and denies that 
their associates and fellow-conspirators were 
innocent, or that abuse of Gary, Grinnell, and 
the Supreme Court can make the people be- 
lieve they were. It will not. The people 
know, as Oglesby says, that— 

The men were all Anarchists. They were all 
outlaws insofar as they had a platform of doc- 
trine. They did not believe in social order. 
They believed that all social order as established 
under the Constitution and laws of the State 
was at variance with justice. They believed 
that every man who is the possessor of property 
which he had honestly acquired was the enemy 
of the Socialist and Anarchist. 

It was a sad day for Illinois when an alien 
demagogue and agitator of the stripe of Alt- 
geld was put in the executive office once 80 
worthily filled by the patriotic Oglesby. 


WHY THEY DO NOT VISIT THE FAIR. 

A gentleman in Richmond, Va., writes to a 
friend in this city that he does not know when 
he will visit Chicago. He says: The rail- 
road high rates are butchering the grand 
show: Those who do not mind the price are 
not attracted because they do not see the 
crowds going; the crowds can’t go because 
the prices are out of reach—$25 from here 
(Richmond), whilst the roads gave a $10 
ticket for the last national con vention.“

| graceful in the extreme. The railroads re- 


sponsible for it are playing the cutthroat 
game. They are insisting on more than twice 
as much for carrying passengers to and from 
the Fair as contented them last year for pre- 
cisely the same service.

In this 
they are mistaken except as to the few, and 
some of them are beginning to realize the 
fact, but hate to back down lest in doing so 
they should admit having been in the wrong.

THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 

The second elections in Germany appear to 
have resulted in the organization of a new 
Reichstag which will be favorable by a small 
majority to the government’s army bill in a 
somewhat modified form. The outcome as 
compared with the first elections is a distinct 
setback for the Socialists and a victory for 
the Conservatives. The Clericals and Rad- 
icals joined with the latter, not from any love 
for the government, but evidently because 
they believed that modified militarism was 
not so much of an eyil as socialism carried to 
the extreme. 

The Emperor’s speech at the opening of the 
new Reichstag, which occurred on the Fourth 
of July, when millions in this country were 
celebrating peace and liberty, was character- 
ized by conciliation and good judgment and 


was free from the arbitrary sentiments to 


which recently he gave expression. His posi- 
tion, in brief, is that, while Germany's rela- 
tions with other European Powers remain 
friendly and there is no prospect of war, yet 
Germany's military strength has not increased 


‘(proportionately with that of its neighbors. 


Hence he considers that all the means at our 
disposal must be utilized in order to establish 
an effective defense of the fatherland. The 
new bill, however, will not be as drastic as the 
last. There will be taken into account as 
far as possible certain desires expressed dur- 
ing the discussion of the late bill,“ and conse- 
quently diminished demands will be made 
upon the personal capacities and tax-bearing 
power of the people as far as possible without 
endangering the efficiency of the army.“ The 
quihusiasm created by the Emperor’s speech 
is shown by the fact that the applause was led 
off by the Bavarian Minister. 

There is little question now that the bill 
will be; passed without any unnecessary delay, 
and to this end the Emperor gave assurance 
that the government would not introduce any 
other measures pending the definite settle- 
ment of the army bill. We Lonſidently may 
anticipate, therefore, that the bill will be 
passed promptly. This done and the German 
army brought up to the standards of its neigh- 
bors’ forces, the relations of the fatherland to 
the other powers being friendly and no war 
clouds appearing on the horizon, it will be 
hoped that the young Emperor may be in- 
duced to come to Chicago and see for himself 
how magnificently the Germans at home and 
in this country have placed the products of 
their artists and artisans on exhibition, as well 
as to receive a deservediwelcome for the gen- 
erous manner in which he exerted his per- 
sonal influence to secure this splendid result. 
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JUSTICE BREWER ON “INDIVIDUAL LIB- 
ERTY.” 

Gov. Altgeld boasted the other day of his 
thick, impenetrable hide. It may be thata 
sharp thrust of a Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court can pierceit. Judge Brewer's 
inquiry: “Is Gov. Altgeld waiting to be the 
Jefferson Davis of tomorrow?’’—is he hoping 
to place himeelf at the head of the Anarchistic 
and Socialistic labor organizations to make 
white men servile, as Jeff put himself at the 
head of the Confederates to keep black men 
so- may touch the Governor to the quick, It 
is not oftetz that a member of the greatest 
court in thé world brands an act not brought 
judicially before him as Judge Brewer has 
branded thé pardon message of Altgeld. The 
words of the Judge have additional weight for 
that reason, 

The topic of Justice Brewer’s Fourth of July 
address was Individual Liberty,“ and the 
dangers which menace it in this country. He 
holds fast to Mr. Jefferson’s ideal govern- 
ment, Which shall restrain men from injur- 
ing one anpther and shall leave them other- 
wise free to regulate their own pursuits of in- 
dustry and improvement.“ According to the 
Justice, the liberty of Ainericang is menaced 
from two quarters. The business-men are 
becoming the slaves of the combine, the 
laborer of the trades union and organization.”’ 
And besides the combine and the trades union 
there is the promised Socialistic State “in 
which the individual has no choice of lot or 
toil, but is moved about according to the sup- 
posed wisdom of the organized mass, re- 
duced to a state of slavery to whichdeath is 
infinitely to be preferred. 

The Justice says that the most noticeable 
social fact of today is that of the combination 
of capital and of the organization of labor. 
He admits that through these tendencies only 
are the great material achievements of the 
day possible, but he does not wish them to be 
allowed to go so far that individual freedom, 
the source of such infinite benefits, shall be 
lost to secure the possible benefit of the mass. 
He says: 

A capital combine may, as is clhimed. produce 
better, cheaper, and more satisfactory results in 
manufacture, transportation, and general busi- 
ness; but too often the combine is not content 
with the voluntary codperation of such as choose 
to join. It grasps at monopoly and seeks to 
crush out all competition. It thus crushes or 
swallows the individual, and he is assaulted as 
though he were an outlaw. 

So it is with organizations of labor. The lead 
ers order a strike; the organization throws down 
its tools and ceases to work. No individual mem- 
bor dare say: I have a family to support. I 
prefer to work,” but is forced to go with the gen- 
eral body. Where is the individual laborer who 
dares assert his liberty and act as he pleases in 
the matter of work ; where is the individual, con- 
tractor, or employer who can carry on his busi- 
ness as he thinks best? In the ante-bellum days 
we all remember how slavery was defended on 
account of its benefit to the slave, But is servi- 
tude to a single man less of slavery than servi- 
tude to au organization? 

The chief importance of these statements 
lies in the fact that they are made by a Jystice 
of the Supreme Court, Arguments in behalf 
of national sovereignty made by Federal 
statesmen had but a fraction of the weight 
they had when uttered by Chief Justice Mar- 
shall. One of the members of the Supreme 
Court at least—and presumptively all of them 
—will use his great powers to defeat the 
tyranny of the combine and of the trades 
union whenever he gets an opportunity. The 
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liberty to which this Nation owes all it has. 


SILVER TRUTHS AND FALSEHOODS. 

The call for a national convention of silver 
men in this city contains two statements that 
are true, which cannot be said correctly for 


and determined action on the part of all pa- 
triotic citizens, and that the financial disturb- 
ance was a needless one. But it does not 
state who are responsible for this needless in- 
fliction. If it did it would say that the silver 
men have done it by forcing on the country 
an excess of silver coinage at the old standard 
‘of value after the metal has sunk into the 
company of copper, nickel, and lead as varia- 
ble in selling value at low prices compared 
with those which used to be thought normal. 

Gen. Warner, President of the miscalled 
Bimetallic League, says “the advocates of 
monometallism stand on the very brink of a 
precipice and are in imminent danger of being 
toppled over into a bottomless abyss. If he 
had inserted the word silver before 
‘“*monometallism” he would have described 
the situation exactly, It is his crowd of 
cranks and knaves who stand on the brink of 
the chasm. Their deluding humbug is being 
exposed and the people are seeing through it 
at last. They see that Warner does not want 


bimetallism when he continues to shout for a 


silver dollar with only half enough metal in 
it to equal a dollar, and they cannot be de- 
ceived by such an absurdity. 

If the crowd of cranks and rascals who have 
brought the present financial paralysis on the 
country by their fraudulent silver dollar were 
in favor of bimetallism they would propose 
and advocate the making of silver a legal ten- 
der in proportion toits weight as compared 
with gold. Bimetallism cannot be worked 
out or maintained save by making silver a 
legal tender for its weight in terms of gold. 
There can be no bimetallism and free coinage 
when the one dollar“ is commercially worth 


nearly or quite twiee as much as the other. 


The bullion in each kind of dollar, gold and 
silver, must be of equal value or the cheaper 
will crowd out the other. A. J. Warner, 
Lease, Teller, Stewart, Jones, Bland & Co. 
know this fact very well, but they ferociously 
fight all propositions for putting into the sil- 
ver dollar enough metal to make it circulate 
on its merits at parity with gold. And there 
is where they prove themselves to be dishonest 
charlatans, having in view ulterior and con- 
cealed purposes, which they dare not openly 
avow—namely: a scheme to debase the value 
of the dollar and all credits and deposits in 
order to cheat creditors. 

The action of the India Council in stopping 
the free coinage of silver merely has brought 
the festering silver boil to a head a little 
sooner than the time at which it would have 
burst open if left alone. That is all. Presi- 


dent Cleveland sees this at last, and his pur- 


pose in calling‘ Congress in extra session a 
month hence is to secure the repeal of the ras- 
cally laws which have thrown the country 
into its present sad plight and wrecked its 
prosperity. The Shermah law authorizing 
purchases of silver against issues of scrip to 
be redeemed in gold must go, and with it the 
insane project of theisilver men to have the 
government sustain their falling property far 
above its commercial value in the markets of 
the world. If the fellows who dub their asso- 
ciation the “bimetallic league” should 
change their minds and finally conclude to 
advocate bimetallism, all they have to do is 
to favor the putting of a dollar's worth of 
silver into a silver dollar. In other words, 
they should ask to have silver made a legal 
tender to the extent of its commercial value, 
the same as gold, and stop the silly advocacy 
of their dishonest and fraudulent scheme to 
foist a half-dollar’s worth of silver on the 
country as the equivalent of a dollar. 


WHAT KIND OF AGITATION? 

The three pardoned Anarchists were at a 
small public meeting last Saturday which was 
held to congratulate them on their release. 
They stuck to the wise rule that they said they 
had adopted as the result of their prison ex- 
periences, and did not utter a word. The 
Chairman of the meeting was more talkative. 
He said that society need have no fear of 
those three men—which is doubtless true— 
and said also that all Sotialists asked for was 
the right to agitate their theories.“ This is 
an ambiguous phrase. Spies, Parsons, and 
their associates ggitated their theories in this 
city for several years with no interference 
They made speeches and com- 
mitted acts which in any other country under 
the sun would have landed them in jail. At 
last they carried their agitation to a point 
which necessitated their arrest and punish- 
ment, 

One would like to know what the Socialists 
and Anarchists of 1893 mean by “agitating 
theories. In 1880 their theories meant 
bombs, military companies, inflammatory 
speeches, and inciting men to riots, That 
was what Spies understood by agitation, and 
he complained to the end that he had not 
been allowed to keep on with it. Gov. Altgeld 
has expressed himself to much the same effect. 
He finds no fault with an “agitation of 
theories which led up to the haymarket and 
releases the men who took part in such an 
agitation. Were another Spies and another 
Lingg to counsel the overthrow of the law and 
make bombs to overthrow it, the Governor 
would not interfere. He would look on them 
as amiable theorists who did no harm as long 
as they left his property alone. 

The citizens of Chicago do not view the 
matter in exactly that light, and they are cu- 
rious to know whether these Socialists and 
Anarchiste—men who have yearnings for an 
equal division of unequal earnings—wish per- 
mission to agitate after the old fashion, now 
they have a Governor on their 3ide, or in some 
milder and newer way. Information on that 
point is most desirable. Whatever the Gov- 
ernor may think, Chicagoans will not tolerate 
an agitation which will cause men to devote 
their spare time to cutting off bits of gaspipe, 
filling them with dynamite, putting a fuse at 
one end, and then using them for the regener- 
ation of society. The tree is known by its 
fruit and the agitator by his works, and theo- 
ries which breed bombs cannot be agitated 
with the consent of this —

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Turns can be no excuse for the conduct of 
the North Side Street Car company Tuesday 
night. Those who manage its affairs knew 
perfectly well that a large portion of the peo- 
ple of North Chicago and Lake View intended 
to be at Jackson Park at night to see the fire- 
works, If they had not sense enough prior to 
Tuesday to know that such would be the case 
the south-bound travel during the morning 
and afternoon of that day gave them all nec- 
essary information. Yet, notwithstanding 
this, the cable cars stopped running at the 
usual hours, and tens of thousands of people 
reaching the center of the city a little after 
midnight found no conveyance to take them 
to their North Side homes. All they could do 
to kill time while waiting for slow and infre- 
quent horse cars was to cutse the company. 
Itistrue that the cable resumed running 
about half-past 2, but it would be interesting 
to know who was responsible for its stoppage 
on the night of all the year when there vas 
the greatest amount of travel. If the officers 
of the company have the least respect for 
public opinion they will explain, apologize, 
and promise that such a wretched failure to 
do their duty shall not occur again. A few 
such instances of deliberate neglect of duty 
or of incompetency due to ignorance would 
be sufficient to justify a demand ‘for the for- 
felture of the franchises of the road. Is it 
surprising that a road guilty of such perform- 
ances as that of Tuesday should be utterly 
without public sympathy when it gets into 
any difficulty? 


A Wasrurn banker who was in this city last 
week says that in his town of less than 10,000 
inhabitants there are fully 200 persons who 
have announced their intention to visit the 
Fair if they can obtain transportation at what 
they think are reasonable figures. If this 
state of things be taken as a fair sample it in- 
dicates that the action of hundreds of thou- 
sands. of people will be determired by the 
policy of the railroad managers and also may 
help to account for the recent stringency in 
the money market. Each of the 200 people 
referred to has got the money at home or re- 
served in bank to pay the expenses of the trip 
if it be undertaken. And it is believed that 
many of them have the money at home, where 
it is completely taken out of circulation for the 
time being, while much of that in bank is under 
notice of withdrawal. If each of those 200 per- 
sons has reserved only $50, and the average 
must be fully that amount, it means a total 
of $10,000 from one place alone. Reckon- 
ing on that as a basis, it is not extravagant to 
suppose that all over the country at least 
$50,000,000 fs thus locked up waiting for a 
chance to be spent, and that with a liberal 
policy on the part of the railroads a large 
part of that sum would be expended in Chi- 


cago.

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UNMANAGEABLE GRIP RUNS AMUOK 
IN GOTHAM'S OROWDED STREET. 


There Was a Blockade in Front of St. Paul's, 
but a Path Was Quickly Plowed Through 
and Damaged Trucks=Wild Run from 
the Postoffice to Trinity=Warning of a 
Nihilist Plot to Murder Gen. Donkovsky

Nuw Lonx, July 5.—A cable car this after- 
noon became unmanageable on Broadway, 
near City Hall Park, and started on a rampage 
toward the Battery. | 

‘The gripman was unable t release the grip 
and the brake became useless. In front of 
the postoffice the runaway car crashed into 
the rear platform of a horse car ahead. The 
driver of the horse car reined his horses to one 
side just in time to save them from being run 
down. Both horses were thrown to the street 
and the traces torn away. 

With the partly demolished horse car ahead 
the still unmanageable cable car continued 
on its mad rush. The gripman struggled and 
strove with all his might to release the grip, 
failing in which he shouted warnings to 
everybody in sight. His bell rang at a double 
rate. The passengers in both cars became 
alarmed and made a rush for the doors, but 
the conductors obstructed their way and pre- 
vented anybody from leaving. 

Near St. Paul's churchyard there was a 
blockade of horses and wagons and a number 
of trucks were standing on the track. The 
runaway cars dashed into the first one. The 
wheels of the vehicle were torn off and the 
horses thrown down, while the driver was 
hurled against the wall of the churchyard. He 
escaped with slight injuries. 

Still the cars rushed on, plowing through 
trucks and knocking down horses. e driv- 
ers usually had warnings and escaped, but, 
ow to the blockade, they were unable to 
save their horses and wagons. When the cars 
hud cut a e through the blockade 
seven horses were stretched upon the ground 
and about five wagons were rendered fit for 
the repair shop. 

When it was seen that nothing could stop 
runaway car, somebody rushed to the 
nearést telephone and notified the Houston 
street power-house. cable was stopped 
immediately and the cars came to a stand- 
still below Trinity Church.

There is now stopping at your house a man who 

is the sworn enemy of thousands of persecuted and 

tortured men and women in far distant Siberia. He 
has only recently been appointed to the Governor- 

Genéralship of that accursed spot, the .blackest 

on face of the earth, but he is a marked man 

by men of my belief in this country, the Mecca of 
all the land of the free. I write this to warn 
you of a plot to destroy Donkovsky, who 
will to rule over the victims of the 
cruel ear in Siberia. The man Leviabria- 
koff has also been instrumental in persecuting 
men of my belief in Russia. But I feel it my 
duty to warn you to be on your guard against cer- 
tain members of an organization of which I am a 
member. I am now an American citizen and as 
such have opposed all schemes against officials 
visiting this country. I used my influence to pre- 
vent carrying out a plot to destroy the Russian 
men-of-war that visited this harbor, but I can no 
longer prevent the hot-headed men who belong to 

a certain organization in New York from wreak- 

ing vengeance for blood spilled! in Siberia. In 

duty bound, and out of respect tothe Stars and 

Stripes I warn you to be on your 
The letter was sent to Supt.

Canute R. Matson Is Appointed as the 
Outgrowth of Conflicting Policies.

Cardano recom- 
mended bark of Indian wood, cinnamon, 
caryophyllum, colocynth, camphor, cycla- 
men, viola, turpentine, hops, anise, senna, 
poppy, mustard, myrrh, wormwood, agri- 
mony, lichen, privet, rue, raisins, hyssop, cro- 
cus, murjoram, sca btous, figs, honey, and many 
more; and he earnestly urges the use ofa 
remedy which he had tried himself for breath- 
lessness accompanied by bad cough: Take 
the lungs of a fox and forthwith wash them 


with wine and dry it in a furnace toa cinder; 


powder, and mix well with the yelk of an egg. 

Among his external remedies one which 
was evidently a prime favorite was that which 
he applied over the sutures of the skull, and 
especially the coronal, and which he found a 
grand remedy for bringing away the humors 
of the brain. Bt was composed of Greek pitch 
and ship’s tar, white mustard, euphorbium, 
and honey, sharpened, if necessary, by the ad- 
dition of blister fly. 

He had unbounded faith in the efficacy of 
elaterium—two grains dissolved in four ounces 
of goat’s or cow’s milk and as much water, 
this to be drawn through the nostrils when 
the patient was fasting. He had found—and 
we can Well believe it—that when this remedy 
was used a very copious discharge of humor 
took place from the nostrils. I shall not at- 
tempt to follow him through the long series 
— which he recommend to be

Crop Conditions in Minnesota Indicated by 
the Government Bulletin. 

Sr. Pau,, Minn., July 5.—[Special.]—The 
government crop bulletin for Minnesota says: 

The temperature and sunshine have been about 
the average, while the precipitation was less than 
usual and badly distributed, the northwestern 
counties receiving an inch of rain or more, where- 
as many localities in other sections wem a 
lutely rainless and the only precipitation else- 
where was from scattered, light showers. These 
conditions have caused serious injury to small 
grain, grass, and vegetables. Corn continues do- 


well. 
Phe wheat on old ground in the Red River 
Valley is weedy, but that sown on new land is 
very promising. The drought has seriously in- 
jured wheat elsewhere, in many places to such an 
extent the damage is irreparable, but the 
conditions could be greatly improved by abund- 
ant rains during this week. It is reported 
throughout the central districts that not more 
than half the usual yield is expected, and that 
unless there is rain soon wheat and oats will be a 
failure. All small in in the dry ‘districts 
4 flax and barley is beginning to turn yel- 
low in places, and reports are numerous that the 
fields are thin and weedy. These conditions are 
especially applicable to late sown grain, and 
that situated on sandy soil. The wheat straw is 
short. There are, however, quite a npmber of 
sections in the southern district where timely
